THIS 
by a political 
foe, rises 
the character of 
Robert-Dudley- , 
earl of Leicester, far better 
than do the stately lines on his tomb. 
But neither of the two tell the most 
important thing about him: 
namely, 
that he probably came within an ace 
of being 
prince 
consort 
of England, 
husband of Queen Elizabeth, 
and 
(If 
the laws could have been juggled 
to 
fit the case) even king. 
Leicester's 
only 
claims 
to success 
were good looks, charm of manner 
and total lack of 
conscience. 
Yet 
these three qualities lifted him 
high- 
er than almost any other man of his 
day. 
He had the still further handi- 
cap of beginning his political career in 
prison. 
The start was not favorable. 
But the man's 
luck quickly made up 
for 'this drawback. 
His father, the duke 
of Northum- 
berland, 
plotted to make unlucky 
lit- 
tle Lady Jane Gray 
(his 
daughter-in-law- ) 
queen of Engiand. 
Queen Mary, 
daughter of Henry VIII, crushed the 
plot, mounted the throne herself, and 
condemned 
to death Lady Jane, her 
young husband, 
and 
Northumberland 
himself. 
Robert Dudley (Northumber- 
land's second 
son and Lady 
Jane's 


brother-in-law- 
), 
was also thrown into 
jail, accused 
of a share in the 
con- 
spiracy and was sentenced 
to death. 
But he was soon set free and given 
a court position. 
When Elizabeth 
came to the throne 
in 1558, her fickle fancy was caught 
by young Dudley. 
He was strikingly 
handsome 
and she loved 
handsome 
men. 
He was a clever flatterer 
and 
she adored 
flattery. 
She gave 
Lei- 
cester one high 
office after another, 
heaping rank and honors upon him to 
the scandal of all Europe. 
There can be no doubt the queen 
was deeply in love with him. 
It was 
rumored that this 
capricious 
sover- 
eign, 
who had stubbornly 
refused 
to 
marry any European 
prince or king, 
meant to bestow her hand on Dudley. 
But there was a hitch in this plan. 
He was already married.

he 
was a mere 
youth he wedded Amy 
Robsart, daughter of a rich old knight.

millions 
of its kind flock to seven little islands

Jamaica. 
The booby bird Is so called 
because 
of its stupidity, since it has 
absolutely 
no fear of man. 
The 
is- 
lands frequented by these birds are 
leased to private individuals 
who 
de- 
rive a large income from the collec- 
tion and sale of booby eggs. 
Nearly 
60,000 dozen booby eggs were taken 
from the seven little islands to 
Ja- 
maica last year, where they were sold 
at the rate of about $3.25 for a case 
containing 500.
